The Great Hydrophobia Treatment of the 


Famous French Savant. 


M. Pasteur, the famous French sa- 


vant, has really succeeded in curing 
several cases of hydrophobia. He did.' 
so by using inoculated matter which 
had passed through the organisms of 
sixty different rabbits. The method 
was to impregnate one rabbit with the 
virus of hydrophobia. 
When the spinal 


column was saturated with the poison, 
a portion was taken to inoculate stilt 
another rabbit, and so on to the end ofj 
the sixty. The final effect was to re- 
duce the strength of the poison, which 
could then be used to prevent hydro- 
phobia, as the cow-pox is used to fore- 
stall small-pox. 
The scientific worl* 


hails M Pasteur's successful treatment 
of this dread disease with loud ap- 
plause, not merely because of the fear- 
ful sufferings it w'ill allay on the part 
of those bitten by mad dogs, but, 
Because other apparently incurable 
diseases may be treated with equal suc- 
cess by the same methods. 
Cancer, 


for instance, is the dread of physicians. 
All they can do is to remove the can- 
cerous "matter, which is sure to return 
again. But no means has as }'et been 
devised to check the morbid growth. 
It will of course be done some day and 
by some very simple process, but so 
far, science and medical skill offer no 
hope to the sufferers by this most 
dreadful form of disease.—Demorest's 
Monthly.

Secretary Whitney'i Direction* to the 


Board on New Cruisers. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 
17. — Secretary 


Whitney has called the attention of the 
board on new cruisers to the importance 
of being specific in their recommenda- 
tion, and requests them to observe that 
there are two subjects which the> are to 
co\er. First, that the plans recommend- 
ed to him for adoption shall be such that 
they will work out, if honestly executed, 
in the production of ships having the 
characteristics which, considering the 
state of the art, ought to be attained. 
This, he says, is a matter which thebourd 
can within reasonable limits absolutely 
determine. 
In the second place he says: "You 


should furnish me with these specifica- 
tions in such detail as to enable me to 
make a contract of sulllcient deilmtencss 
as to be fair both to the contractor and 
the Government, upon which close bidding 
can take place, and which can be executed 
with absolute certainty by an honest bid- 
der. Both he and the Government must 
have absolute richts as soon as the con- 
tract was entered into, as there mast be 
no loose clauses or opportunities for 
loose construction, offering premiums to 
lavoritism among leaders. I have been 
s-pecially appealed to upon this subject 
by many persons intending to bid, and I 
am impressed with its importance."

Uncle Billy Expatiates Upon the Tyranny 


of the Modern Newspaper—Personal. 
NEW YOBK, Feb. 16.—General W. T. 


Sherman has remained here since Gener- 
al Hancock's fnneral, but will return to 
St. Louis to-day. The publication re- 
garding the condition ol the Confederacy 
when Sherman offered Johnson terms of 
capitulation, which, it is said, would 
have lelt the South in possession of its 
slaves and the States in the hands of the 
existing governments, has caused consid- 
erable talk. A reporter asked the Gener- 
al about it yesterday aud he replied: 


I haven't seen the article, although my 


attention has been called to It. I shall 
not read it. The tyranny of the press in 
this country j* becoming simply awful 
It i.s worse'thau the old tyranny of the 
slave-holders. It will cause a worse re- 
volution than slavery did. It will not be 
bloodless either. Why, the gossip of the 
press has destroyed social freedom of in- ! 
lei-course. It has made men afraid of 
tlieir neighbors. It has led to general 
suspicion and distrust. No man can 
open hi« mouth any more and be sure thai 
his confidence will be respected. No man 
can vtnte 
to 
his acquaintance 
and 


he sure that his letter will not appear in 
print. There is no comfort left in the 
land, l a m old and cannot be hurt bj 
this condition of things. But it will be 
the bane of the rising generation, and 
they will lie obliged to rebel against it. 
There will be some sort of trouble and 
then the country will settle down again 
for awhile. It seems as though the man 
who serves his country most is the target 
for the greatest amount of abuse in the 
press."

General branched off on to the

Interestlnff Decision jCpon a Rather 


eral Abuse. 


Many persons who frequent courts i 


this city seem to regard the proceed 
ings, however important, as a sort oi 
entertainment, and feel at liberty to 
greet any odd or humorous saying- of a 
witness with laughter, or the expression 
of any sentiment that pleases them with 
applause, more or less prononaoed. 
But of late, demonstrations of applause, 
owing to the stern exercise ofthe judi- 
cial power of punishment ior contempt 
in a number of instances, are rare, and 
are confined as a rule to the moment 
when the verdict in a case that has ex- 
cited much attention 
is rendered. 


They are quickly cut short with sharp 
raps of the judicial gavel and an im- 
pressive admonition. Laughter, how- 
ever, is harder to guard against or sup- 
press, especially when a characteristic- i 
ally humorous witness, who says no 
i 


end of brightthings in rapid succession, i 
is on the witness stand, When the 
Judge's gavel falls, some unthinking 
spectators look as though they thought 
that the Judge was a "Dry-as-dust," 
with no appreciation of humor. They 
do not apparently bear in mind that 
their expression of feeling may have 
an undefinaWe 
influence upon the 


minds of the jury, who, after all, are 
men, 
with sympathies that may be af- 


fected by the atmosphere of the pre- 
vailing sentiment in the court room. 
To the credit of the Judges of the 
courts in this city, almost without ex- 
ception, it may be said that they are 
very waUhful of the tempers of their 
audience, and promptly reprove or 
check unseemly demonstrations of feel- 
ing. A recent decision of the Supreme 
Court of the State of Texas has an in- 
teresting bearing upon this subject. 
In the case of Owen against the State, 
an election case recently decided, the 
highest court Of the Lone Star State 
delivered itself as follows: 


It was shown that a large number of 


persons attended the trial during the 
whole time that it was in progress. 
Whenever anything favorable to the 
relator ocourr«d they greeted it with 
bursts of applause. The court checked 
these demonstrations from time to time, 
but they were renewed as often as sim- 
ilar occasions called them forth, and 
they do not seem to have been effectu- 
ally and finally quelled until the trial 
was over. It 18 a sad if not a humili- 
ating thought that such unbecoming 
conduct in a court of justice could not 
have been effectually and permanently 
stopped upon its first demonstration. 
The District Courts are armed with full 
power to punish contempts. This was 
a contempt of court of a most serious 
character—calculated as it was to con- 
trol the verdict of the jury by outside 
influences. The court would have been 
justified in using the strong arm of the 
law to suppress this conduct, or, if that 
failed, in stopping the trial on the case 
until it was finally assured there would 
be no further demonstration. 


As this was not done there was noth- 


i;ig^ left for us but to apply the rule 
universally enforced by this court when 
Lhe jury may have been influenced in 
giving an incorrect verdict by passion 
or prejudice, caused by the miscon- 
duct of others. We have, in such cases, 
constantly reversed the judgment and 
ordered a new trial. This is a proper 
oftse for the enforcement of that rule. 


The applause may not have influ- 


enced the jury, and perhaps did not, 
but as it had tendency so to do, and 
the jurv had admitted one ballot-box 
and excluded others upon substantially 
the same testimony, there is a proba- 
bility that their finding may have been 
affected, in some measure, by the ap- 
plause, however conscientiously they 
have may attempted to to act in mak- 
ing up their verdict. 


A new trial was granted.—N. F. Sun.

The de- 
light he took in Rossini's music made 
him one evening go to hear "William 
Tell," and he sat quietly waiting for 
the charming violoncello trio, which 
begins the overture.
